THE STATUS QUO OF 1887. 

Io these circamstacces, the 
Portuguese statement wholly 
begs the question when it coa- 
tenda that, io view of the 
maintenance of tbe siatus quo of 
1837 as stipulated by article 2 of 
the Treaty of Peking, “it follows 
that if the -port of Macao 
was solely under Portuguese 
jurisdiction in 1887, Chica can- 
not exercise apy authority in the 
waters of the port.” The entire 
point af issue js what are 
“the waters of the port™ of 
Macao. The historical evidence 
is completely against the present 
Portuguese contention that those 
waters included, in 1887, the 
Chinese side of the inlet separst- 
ing Macao from Lappa Island. 
And even if the evidence—which 
is not the case—were less con- 
closiveasto whatwere tho “waters 
of the port "of Macao in 1887, 
the briefest considerstion of the 
questioa, under the guiance of 
settled faw, would show the 
status quo of 1887 to be precisely. 
what is affirmed by the historical 
facta of the case. We cast this 
treatment of the issue into the 
form of. series of numbered 
stateme 

1, It is tobe noted that the inlet 
qt waters between Macao and 
the Chinese island of Lepps were 
once exclusively Chinese. 

2. Prior to 1848, the Portuguese]. 
occupied Macao as yearly tenants 
of the Chinese Government. 

3. The refasal of the Portuguese 
to pay the annual Jand-rent of 
Tle..500 rendered their occupa. 
tion of Macao, from 1848 to 1887, 
tortious and illegsl 

4. The Treaty of Peking tegalis. 
ed the Portuguese occupation of 
Macao in terms tantamount toa 
cession of the territory of the 
sattlement as from the date of the 
Treaty. 

5. While there was .no general 
rule of Internations] Law which 
could automatically fix the laud 
frontier of Macao, there was, at 
the date ofthe Treaty of Peking 
{and it is stills rule of law), such 
a principle of the Law of Nations 
which determined the frontier 
tine of two states berdaring on an! 
inlet i.e. the middle of the river. 

6. As Macao was legally ceded 
to the Portuguese by. the Treaty 
it ‘necessarily follows 
that the boundary line between 
it’ and the Chinese territory of 
Lappa Island then lay along the 
middle of the river separating 
the two. 

7. Hence, the fates quo of 
1887 wes that the “waters of the 
port” of Macao extended op to 
and not beyond the middle of the 
inle’, the waters on the Lapps 
side being entirely under Chivese 
jorisdictios. On this view, the 
case against the Portuguese 
contention is complete both in 
law and in fact.

MEXICAN OILFIELDS. 


. Mexico City, Sept. 27. 

An. important decision affecting the ownership cf Mexican 
oilfields was given by the Supreme Court in an injunction suit by the 
Texas Oi} Company with regard to off lands it held befsre May ‘7 
1917, The company pleaded that if the government under article 
2F cf the Constitution denounced the company's rights to these lands 
it would be violating article 14 which provides that no law be made 
retrospective. The Ccurt’s decision definitely establishes that article 
27 is not retrospective as far as it cencerns property acquired for oil 
exploration or exploitation pricr to the present constitution becoming 
effective. Justice Moreno in reading the decision said it should 
zstablish the principle of law on which other pending injunction 
suits shculd be adjudicated. .

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THE WORLD'S PRESS ON IRELAND. 


At the moment matters are ata standstill in Ireland. 
Supporters uf the British Government hold that Downing 
Street has. gone to the utmost possible limit; Sinn Fein 
adherents still speak of a republic as a sine ques n—hence 

” the-deadlock. With affairs in this position, it is instruc- 
tive to see what the world at large is thinking about the 
problem. Before turning to the Press abroad, it is worth 
glanciug at certain organs at Home. Needless to say. the 

. Ministerial journals support the Government's stand. but 
what is siguificant is that the Opposition organs are 
practically as unanimous in applauding the Vabinet’s 
offer and in adjuring Sing Fein to accept it. Thus, the 

‘ Manchester Guardian, which championed Ireland's vase over 
the reprisal question, says: “To-day the choiee is with 
dreland.” The Daily Ness, quoting General Smuts’ advice, 
“refuses to believe that the Irish people will allow the 

resent yoldep opportunity to be Jost.” contending that Sinn 
Fein would be sucrificing the substance for a shadow. Its 
allied evening publicativn, the Str, which is perhaps'a still 
more indefatigable critic of the Goverument, feels con- 
strained to acknowledge that the offer is ‘generous and 
wine.” The Westininister (iazctte refers to rejection as 
“supreme folly.” Hitherto all the organs quoted have 
Jbeen unsparing assailants of the Government's Lrish policy. 

Turning to the Press of the United States, the Mew York 
Times, after commenting favourably upon the offer. waras 
Sinn Fein that refusal will alienate American sympathy. 
The Ecening Post, a consistent friend of Ireland's cause, 
asserts that rejection would be “an act of wanton reck- 
lessness,” while the Glo. declares that Mr. Lloyd George 
has made “an honest attempt to bring’ peace,” and that 
if the Irish republicans refuse his offer, they cannot sa 
2s much for themselves”’" The World, the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger, and the Irish-owned Chicago Tribune all stand on 
General Smuts’ declaration that what is good enough for

A PASSAGE TO HAVANA. 

Ship Which did not Sail. 

A.ship which should have gone 
to Havana was not permitted to, 
sail, and as a result Wah Cheng- 
loon sued the Chan Hing Com- 
pany and Li Hok-ming in the 
Summary.

Mr. Longinotto said he was 
instructed that the passenger in 
question went to Canton in 
anothership,

In Perfect Order, 

In adopting s wWater-eartiage 
system, we must be perfectly cer- 
tain that sewers and water pipes 
Bto i perfect order. Unleas wo 
do that, we may have cop- 
stant epidemics of water borne 
disease, ss have cecurred in towns 
in England. Li a man-hbas a 
foul cesspool, and he allows con 
tamination of a private well, very 
few people outside his own house: 
bold are likely to suffer, but, if 
contamination in distribution, or 
of a reservoir occurs, muny people, 
quite innocent of causing contact? 
nation, sre likely to suffer, When 
I came here, s good many years 
ago, I know there were mans 
aewers in the Colony which were 
not ia good order. Since thers 
very yrest deal of work has been 
done sod I nave nodoubt now that 
the Director of Public Works would 
be able to assure ns thatthe sewers 
are sosale thst woean usetha water 
cartisge system. Whils it may be 
more feasible. from a fioancial 
point of tiew, to introduce district 
installations,—at the Peak, fur 
example,—nevertheless, the dan- 
ger of the coatamination ‘of our 
water supply is greater at the Peak 
than at the middle levels. The 
sanitary advantage frum having 
water closets installed is greater if 
the district is crowded with bruses 
thar if bonses sre few aad far be. 
tween. Therefore, if feasible to 
begin with the upper Jecels acd 
allow water closets in sil housea in 
which peuple cat be trusted not to 
abuzethem, I think thas will be the 
beat plan. 


The subject waa then discussed 
at some length. 


Dr. Ozorio favoured the installs- 
tion of the water-carriage syste 
in the whole Colony at one bimo-. 
He did net see why the advantay> 
should be given to one rection uf 
the community and not to others 
A general scheme would also 
be cheaper than many “partial 
achemes. Dr. Ozorio .alzo re 
marked that the revenue from 
aight soil caly ran into five figures 
and would not be @ serious lous. 


The Chsirmso: The point I 
make io the memo is that we are 
sctually gaining revenue by the 
water carrisga oystem, so far nas 
the Peak is’ coneerned. It is a 
carious thing, but it ia a faet. 
At Kowloon Point, I saticipate oo 
difference either way. 


Dr. Ozorio said that, ia view of 
the assurancs of the Director of 
Public Work: that tae sewers and 
msios were safe, he thought the 
danger. in a bill district like Hong 
kong, was very small, ‘Stagnation 
wasn cause of danger.

Mr. Chou: You have it, in Lon- 
don, for everybody, not only for the}! 
wealthy and educated? The Chi 
nese have got to learn to use this 
system. When you have it there 
will be, no doubt, proper reguls- 
tien © . 

Started at the Bottom. . 

Tho Chairman: The only people 
who have the water-carriage aystein 
in Hongkong are the very poorest. 
Nobody has it on the Peak,.at pre- 
sent. We started et the very bot- 
tom, with water-flushed public 
closets and bad dry privies on the 
Peak. Those are facts. . The’ re 
commendation merely suggests that 
the system should be tried in other 
areas first. Personally, I prefer 
the bucket system. I shall find 
it a great Expense fo have water 
closets installed in my house. That 
is merely my personal, private view. 

Dr. Koch: 1 think the bucket 
system is the cleanest. I have had 
@ great deal of experience at the 
G.C.H. of the dificulty to whieh 
Mr. Perkins has referred The 
water closets, there, are being con- 
tinually choked ap with all sorts of 
rubbish. 6 


The Chairman, alse, put it to Mr. 
Chon Shou-sen that the difbeulty of 
sopervising the use of water closets 
in a. Chinese tenement hoase would 
be very great. Regulations might 
be made, but it would be dificult, tu 
trace the _ offender,—‘‘unleas Mr. 
Chor suggested a closet in every 
Chinese cabicle,” added the Chair- 
man. 


In the Surse of farther discus. 
sion, tt was indicated that the 
MOH. desired ‘that the Board 
sboald have power to require a w.c. 
for servants in all Houses where the 
water-carriage system was installed. 
The Board agreed to recommend 
that extension of thé’ system to 
neighbours should be encouraged 
where the system was introduced by 
an individual; that, in crowded 
areas, the Board would like a com 
plece system throughout that dis- 
trict; that certain districts could 
not be considered until the system 
had been tried elsewhere. 


The Chairman suggested adding 
to this “but approved houses, irres- 
pective of district, should be con- 
sidered”? The Director of Public 
Works, however, roled that such 
permission could not be granted in 
general terms... It dépended on the 
eupply of water. The Chairman 
also expressed the view that it
